A net loss of less than one per 
cent was reported for all industries, 
Bashore said. 
“Of course, no prediction can be 
made on the basis of these figures as 
to future trends, but in view of the 
sharp drop in both em ployment and 
payrolls 
during

months, the report for February is 
encouraging,” he commented. 
Average weekly earnings increased 
from $23.13 in January to $23 60 in 
February, while average hourly earn ­ 
ings dropped from 71.4 to 71 cents. 
Both em ployment and payrolls in 
m anufacturing industries advanced, 
with a 4 1 per cent gain registered 
in payrolls.
